and coniequently the beft thing we can do is, to continue 
quietly as we are. Now, for any Methods they have ol- 
fer'd for thefe twenty Years, they have certainly been ut- 
terly impracticable. I donot fay this, becaufe they have 
been rejected in a certain Place, but becaufe they have 
produced no Effects upon themielves. If the Principles 
they promote had any real Efficacy, we fhould fee it i 
their Practice. In religious Matters, we fulpeét the Man 
of Hypocrify, who leads an ill Life with a good Creed. 
Now I fee no Reafon why this fhould not hoid in Poili- 
ticks, or why we fhould take a Man’s Word that he is a 
Patriot, in Contradiction to his Behaviour. A Madout 
of Power may exprefs his Patrioti{m as well as if he was 
in; he may live much upon his Eftate, thew great Kind- 
nefs to his Tenants, promote the Welfare of a neighbour- 
ing Town, contribute to Publick Works, difcourage Im- 
morality and Vice, and fhew an abfolute D.fintereftednefs 
wherever his Property obliges him to meddie with Ele- 
Gions or other publick Affairs. The true Patriot will 
fhew his Principles in this Manner, and the falfe one w:l 
fhew his Want of them. If therefore notwithftanding 
all the ftrong things that have been faid and written in 
Support of what of late Years have been ftiled Patriot 
Principles, no Spirit has appeared conformable to fuch 
Principles, in the AGions of thofe who pretend to them, 
then may it be fairly coneluded, that their Scheme is 
impracticable. 1 will now prove, that mige js not fo 
enthufiaftiek, or {0 little to be expected ever to take place, 
as they would reprefent it. 
We obferve in private Men, that if they who hav< 
good Senfe are capable of thinking {erioufly at times, 
they never fail to get the better of their Paflions at laft, 
tho’ they may be hurried into great Inconveniences by 
them for atime. The fame may be obferv’d of whole 
Nations: They aé& according to their Prejudices, and in 
fpite of all the good Advice that can be given them, for 
a certain Space; and then, Experience having convinc’d 
them of their Error, they fail not of changing their Con- 
duct, and applying to their true Interefts, There are 
many Inftances, in the Greek and Roman Hiftories, 0. 
this; but without afcending fo high, we need only re- 
mark, that tho’ never any Nation aéted more enthufiafti- 
cally than the French, in the Days of the League; yet, in 
the Space of a few Years, their Sentiments were gene- 
rally changed, and the Death of Henry IV. was as much 
lamented, as his Acceffion had been oppos’d. Our own 


| Chronicles-afford many Teftimonies of the fame thing ; 


fo many, that it would be tedious to repeat them. It 
therefore Reafon teaches us, that a wife and thinking 
People, (as the Englifh have always been reputed) may be 
expected, on a View of the Evils brought upon them- 
felves by the Indalgence of a petulant Party Spirit, to 
drop this Manner of AGting, and endeavour by their fu- 
ture Prudence to remedy the Miftakes they formerly fel 
into; and if Expericnce likewife demonttrates, that in 
former times they have done this; why are the Schemes 
I offer to be look’d on either enthufifick or impracti- 
cable? Is not this grofly infulting the Engtifh Nation? 
Is it not treating them as a Crew of abandon'd Peop.e, 
capable of any Sort of Miichief for the prefent, and inca- 
pable of Amendment for the future? Shall we efteem 
{uch Writers Patriots, as paint their Countrymen in theie 
Colours?
